SenateScooting Through 
the Tarill. 


California Onyx Gets Favorable 
Consideration. 


Silly Simpson’s Sickly Sarcasm 
Starts a Smile. 


Mr. Smith of New Jersey Rises to a 
Question of Personal Privilege. 
Conference Report on the Sun- 
dry Civil Bill Adopted. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
. WASHINGTON, June 1.—The Senate 
made good progress on the Tariff Bill 
today, advancing to the important 
metal schedule. 

During the day the parAgraphs cov- 
ering marble and stone, china, glass, 
brick and tiles were completed, with a 
few minor exceptions. Messrs. Vest 
and Jones of Arkansas, in behalf of the 
minority of the Finance Committee, 
proposed numerous amendments, which 
were defeated by majorities of 8 to 14. 
The votes were on party lines in the 
main, although Messrs. Rawlins and 
White (Dems.) voted with the Repub- 
licans to increase the rate on onyx 
and Mr. McEnery (Dem.) voted with 
the Republicans against Mr. Jones’s 
proposition for a reduction of the rates 
on china. 

As a sequel to the recent sensational 
speech of Mr. Tillman, Mr. Smith of 
New Jersey rose to a question of per- 
sonal privilege, while the tariff debate 
was proceeding, and made a brief, but 
pointed denial of all speculation in su- 
gar stock, either recently or any time 
when sugar was the subject of legisla- 
tion. Mr. Tillman was among those 
who heard the denial, but he made no 
comment on it. Senator McLaurin of 
South Carolina, was sworn in early in 
the day, raising the membership of 
the Senate to 89. 

There was a lively session of the 
House today, at which the policy of 
Speaker Reed and the Republican ma- 
jority was again made the subject of 
attack by members of the minority. 
_Mr. Richardson of Tennessee (Dem.) 
and Mr. Simpson (Pop.) of Kansas, led 
the onslaught of the minority. The 
majority position was ably defended by 
Mr. Henderson of Iowa and Mr. Gros- 
venor of Ohio, Republicans. 

The appeal of Mr. Lewis (Dem.) of 
Washington, taken last Thursday from 
the decision of the chair, that a reso- 
lution relating to foreign affairs .did 
not constitute a question of privilege, 
was laid upon the table, and after the 
skirmish over the methods of proced- 
ure, three special orders were success- 
fully adopted, by two of which the 
Senate bills making a special appropri- 
ation for the Government Printing Of- 
fice and for granting the Secretary of 
the Navy authority to contract with 


any two vessels to carry supplies to 
India were passed. 

The other provided for the consider- 
ation of the. Frye bill to prevent col- 
lisions upon harbors, rivers and inland 
waters of the United States, connected 
with the ocean, but Mr. Payne, in 
charge of the latter bill, was forced 
to abandon it for the day to avoid the 
paint of no quorum. 

The conference report of the Sundry 
Civil Bill was adopted. The comprom- 
ise relative to the revocation of Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s forest-reservation 
proclamation excited some comment. 
Mr. Loud (Rep.) of California objected 
to one feature of the compromise, but 
the opposition was not carried to the 
point of a division. 


FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, June 1.—SENATE.— 
John L. McLaurin of South Carolina, 
who succeeded the late Senator Earle, 
was sworn in at the opening session 
today. This establishes the personnel 
of the Senate as it will remain for some 
time, viz: Republicans, 43; Democrats, 
34; Populists, 7; Silver-Republicans, 5; 
vacancy, 1 (Oregon;) total, 90. 

Mr. Mason (Rep.) of Illinois, sub- 
mitted a petition from the National 
Business League urging immediate and 
effective action on the pending bill, and 
stating that this was the general senti- 
ment of the business interests. The Tar- 
iff Bill was taken up immediately after 
the disposal of business. Senator Aldrich 
withdrew the proposed committee 
amendments to paragraph 90 (china,) 
leaving the rates as reported by the 
House, viz: Decorated, 60 per cent. ad 
valorem; undecorated, 55 per cent. 

Senator Jones of Arkansas, moved to 
reduce these rates 25 and 30 per cent., 
respectively. Without a debate a vote 
was taken, and the proposed amend- 
ments were defeated by yeas 23, nays 
34. The paragraph was amended to 
omit clock cases and was then agreed 
to. 

The committee amendments were 
withdrawn also on paragraphs 
covering ‘“‘all other china, not specific- 
ally provided for,’ leaving the House 
rates at 60 for decorated and 55 for 
undecorated. The committee amend- 
ment to the paragraph was then agreed 
to. The paragraph covering gas re- 
torts, lava tips, etc., heretofore passed 
over, Was agreed to as reported on 
paragraph 49, covering plain green flint 
or lime bottles. Mr. Vest proposed an 
amendment reducing rates on bottles 
holding more than one pint from % cent 
per pound to % cent. Mr. Vest’s 
gmendment was disagreed to—yeas 21, 
nays 29. The paragraph was then 
agreed to. 

The consideration of the bill then 
proceeded from the point reached at 
the last session, viz: Paragraph 105, 
relating to spectacles, eye-glasses, gog- 
gies, etc. 

Mr. Aldrich argued that low-priced 
spectacles from abroad: were so poor 
that it would be of advantage to ex- 
clude them from use in this country. 

Mr. White of California said this was 
the first time the “sanitary’’ argument 
had, been used in support of a high 
tariff, and Mr. Caffery declared that 
the American people did not ask that

| their spectacles be tried by Mr. Aldrich. 7 


Mr. White offered an amendment sub- 
stituting the rates of the present law. 
Mr. White’s amendment was defeated, 
and the paragraph was agreed to as 
reported. 

At this point, 2:30 o'clock, Senator 
Smith of New Jersey, rose to a ques- 
tion of personal privilege, and a brief 
personal statement in reply to the 
newspaper charges repeated by Senator 
Tillman in the Senate that he had 
speculated in sugar stock. Mr. Tillman 
sat at his desk while the statement 
was being made, but made no move 
toward replying. The consideration of 
Tariff Bill was quickly resumed. 

The remaining paragraphs relating to 
glass were agreed to except the para- 
graph covering stained or painted glass 
windows, which went over at the re- 
quest of Mr. Allison. When the mar- 
ble and stone schedule was taken up, 
Mr. Vest made a contest on the para- 
graph relating to the manufacture of 
agate, etc., moving a reduction of the 
rate from 50 to 20 per cent. The amend- 
ment was defeated—yeas 17, nays 29. 

The committee proposed a change in 
the amendment relating to marble and 
onyx, leaving the marble rate as re- 
ported, and placing onyx in biock at 
$1.50 per cubic foot. Mr. Vest remarked 
that this was a raise of 300 per cent. 
over the present rate, to which Mr. 
Aldrich assented. Mr. Caffery spoke 
against such heavy increases, warning 


Mr. Aldrich that he Was “digging the 
grave” of protection. 
Mr. Aldrich answered that the pro- 


posed rates were required in order to 
give the American producers of onyx 
adequate protection against Mexican 
onyx. Mr. White supported the com- 
mittee on this amendment, showing a 
difference with his Democratic asso- 
ciates on the Finance Committee in 
this respect. 

Mr. Perkins of California spoke of the 
growing onyx industry in his State, 
and its need of adequate protection 
against the brilliant grades of onyx 
produced by the cheaper labor of Mex- 
ico. He stated also that geologists had 
located large onyx deposits in Arkan- 
sas, and he expresséd surprise ‘hat 
the Arkansas Senator, Mr. Jones, was 
not ready to help his people develop 
the deposit. 

In referring further to the rates on 
onyx, Mr. White said they would be 
less than those given by the present 
sugar schedule, which, he added inci- 
dentally, he understood would never 
be voted on. The committee amend- 
ment placing onyx at $1.50 per cubic 
foot was then agreed to by yeas 31, 
mays 17. Messrs. White and Rawlins 
voted with the Republicans in the af- 
firmative. The committee amendment, 
as a whole, relating to marble and 
onyx was then agreed to. 

A contest was made on freestone 
and other classes of undressed stone, 
Mr. Vest moving a reduction from 14 
to 7 cents per cubic foot. Mr. Vest 
pointed out that the proposed rate was 
3 per cent. greater than the McKinley 
rates under which the exports were 
less than under the Wilson rates. Mr. 
Vest’s amendment was disagreed to by 
yeas 18, nays 27. 

On dressed freestone Mr. Vest 
moved a reduction from 50 to 30 per 
cent. The amendment was disagreed 
to by yeas 19, nays 28. The other para- 


graphs relating to stone and_ “slate 
were agreed to as reported. This 
brought the Senate up to schedule 


“CC,” relating to metals 4nd’ manufac-— 
tures of metals. 

Mr. White suggested that, as the 
Senate was drawing near to the sugar 


‘schedule, any new schedule, even in an 


embryo form, ought to be printed at an 
early day, as Senators desired to make 
calculations on it. 

“The Senator will receive ample no- 
responded Mr. Aldrich, smil- 
“We will today accommodate 

m.”’ 

At 5 o’clock the Senate held an exec- 
utive session. and soon after adjourned. 

HOUSE. The House today witnessed 
a sharp attack on the Speaker by 
Messrs. Simpson and Richardson, be- 
cause of the non-appointment of the 
committees. Mr. Richardson opened 
the attack upon the inaction of the 
House, and protested vigorously 
against the present method of doing 
business.* 

“At present we are,” he said, “with 
our hands tied, no committees, none of 
the conveniences or necessities of leg- 
islation; nothing but the Committee 
on Rules, which dictates what we shall 
do and not do. The House was never 
in such a dilapidated condition for such 
a length of time.” 

“How long was it before the com- 
mittees were appointed in the Forty- 
second Congress?’ asked Mr. Dalzell 
of Pennsylvania (Rep.) 

“Congress met on the 4th of March 
and the committees were appointed in 
December,” replied Mr. Richardson, 
“but Congress was in session only four 
days.” 

“That is the fact that I wanted to 
bring out,”’ said Mr. Dalzell. 

Mr. Richardson proceeded to recall 
the time which had elapsed in cach 
Congress before committees were ap- 
pointed, showing. as he said; that the 
period had varied from fifteen to thirty 
days. 

Mr. Simpson remarked upon the spec- 
tacle preSented by the House “because 
of the refusal of the Speaker to obey 
the rules and aproint the committees.” 

“We must come,” he continued, “to 
the Committee on Rules as supplicants. 
Over thirty-five hundred bills have 
been introduced at this session, 1665 for 
the relief of the old soldiers. . The Re- 
publicans,” said he, “claim to be the 
special guardians of the old soldiers. 
Why don’t they consider these meas- 
ures? Then there is the Bankruptcy 
Bill, for the passage of which there is 
a great-demand throughout the coun- 


“Is there any greater demand now 
than there was in the last Congress”?’’ 
interrupted Mr. Watson of Pennsylva- 
nia. 

“There is,” retorted Mr. Simpson, 
‘“hecause the prosperity you promised 
has not materialized, and the people 
now seek the relief you promised the 
tariff would give them through the 
bankruptcy courts.” (Laughter.) 

Mr. Terry of Arkansas (Dem.) con- 
tributed some brief remarks to the de- 
bate, in which he described the major- 
ity as having Jain down and been 
“bucked and gagged’’ by the Speaker. 

Mr. Henderson then came forward 


with a rather elaborate defense of the 


Speaker, and the course of the major- 
ity generally. He said that the major- 
ity stood ready to finish the work it 
was called here to perforrn whenever it 
came from the other end of the Capi- 
tol. Gentlemen seemed to forget that a 
new Congress assembled March 4 called 
together by a patriotic President to 
meet the condition in the treasury. In 
nine days the House had sent a bill 
which would furnish ample revenue and 
give an ample balance annually to the 
Senate. The majority had discharged 
its duty which was perhaps the chief 
its duty, which was perhaps the chief 
the minority. . ; 

“Why this hell in a teapot?” he 
asked. “This boiling over from the 
realms of Kansas?’ 

In reply to the criticism of Mr. Simp- 
son, he said, it was in a sense true 
that the members of the Committee on 
Rules were the Speaker's creatures but, 
said he, every rule was submitted to 
the House for its: sanction. If the 
House was “bucked and gagged,” it 
was bucked and gagged by ftself. He 
inveighed against the abuse hurled at 
the Speaker, whi@h, he declared, was 
neither honorable nor consistent with

Official Advices Reach Washington. 
The Agent Reports Liability of 
Further Trouble—The Squelch- 
ing of Almighty Voice.

HELENA, (Mont.,) June 1.—News 
from Cheyenne Agency is meagre. 
The arrest of Indians by civil author- 
ities. will be attempted today, but the 
result will probably not be known be- 
fore tomorrow. A genuine scare no 
doubt exists among all settlers in the 
valleys contiguous to the reservation. 
The State officials believe that ail 
preparations should be made to guard 
against an outbreak by hot-headed 
young Indians. Sensational reports 
with regard to the killing of settlers 
sent out by special correspondents are 
entirely without foundation. 

It is reported that Sioux Indians 
from Dakota have come to the agency, 
and that runners have been sent to 
invite Sioux to join them on the 
war-trail. Senator Carter will ask 
President McKinley that Indian Agent 
Stouch be instructed not to interfere 
with the Sheriff's posse, and that the 
military authorities support them in 
case the Cheyennes resist the arrest 
of the Indian Little Whirlwind, known 
as “Stanley” a graduate of Carlisle, 
who admits the murder of sheep- 
herder Hoover. 

White Bull's band of 125 warriors 
who escaped from the agency Friday 
night are in the hills on the Tongue 
River, near Ashland, and this will be 
the scene of the first bloodshed should 
there be any. ; 

ORDERS WIRED. 

WASHINGTON, June 1.—Secretary 
Bliss tonight wired instructions to In- 
dian Agent Stouch, whose reservation 
is in the seat of the Cheyenne Indian 
trouble, directing him to immediately 
notify the department of the situation, 
and to use every effort to deliver the 
Indian fugitives to the civil officers 
showine satisfactory credentials. 

CAPT. STOUCH REPORTS. 

WASHINGTON, June 1.—The of- 
ficial report of troubles among the 
Cheyenne Indians in Montana, dated 
May 25, reached the Indian Bureau to- 
day from Capt. Stouch, in charge of 
Tongue River Agency. It confirms 
the Washington dispatches of the As- 
sociated Press of yesterday which at- 
tributed the trouble to the murder of 
a sheep-herder and indicates that the 
motive of the murder was to prevent 
the herder from giving testimony as 
to the illegal slaughter of beef which 
he had witnessed. An _ investigation 
will be made immediately. 

The agent reports. that intens@ ex- 
citement exists among the _ settlers, 
and that there is a liability of further 
-trouble. He says there are a great 
many bloodthirsty young men among 
the Indians and if the settlers and 


young Indians should meet, trouble 
would be the result. For the peace 
and safety of all concerned he ad- 


Vises the stationing of two troops of 
cavalry in the neighborhood. 

The request was made to the adju- 
tant-general of the military department 
at St. Paul for a troop of cavalry to be 
stationed at Camp Merritt all the time 
instead of a detachment of infantry as 
now. If a mounted party could be seen 
frequently on the different parts of the 
reservation, it would be of great ben- 
efit. in the opinion of the agent. 

THE SQUELCHING OF VOICE. 

WINNIPEG (Man.,) June 1.—Fear of 
a repetition of the trouble of 1885 has 
been removed by the shooting of the 
remaining Indians at Bay in Bluff, near 
Duck Lake. The trouble was small in 
itself, but it was feared that if Al- 
mighty’ Voice, the Indian outlaw and 
murderer, and his companions escaped 
to their camps the fire would spread. 
The people all over the Dominion there- 
fore feel greatly relieved. 

Superintendent Getgenon returned to 
Prince Albert from Manichisas hills 
last night with the police and volun- 
teers, bringing the bodies of Corporal 
Hocken and Constable Kerr. A coro- 
ner’s inquest was held, and Hocken and 
Kerr were buried with military honors 
today. The volunteers from here ar- 
rived at the Bluff Saturday night under 
command of James McKay, and took a 
position around the bluff. The Prince 
Albert gun began work about 7 o'clock 
the next morning and was answered by 
a shot and some taunting yells from 
Almighty Voice. 

Twenty-five police from Regina, un- 
der command of Inspector MacDon- 
nell, came up, bringing with them a 
nine-pounder gun and commenced to 
shell the bluff, keeping uy®a fire for 
about two hours, during which time the 
bluff was very much cut up. The In- 
dians not returning the fire, the shelling 
was stopped at o'clock. After a con- 
sultation among the officers a general 
charge was ordered, the volunteers 
keeping up a continuous fire as they 
charged. When they arrived at the 
rifle pits they found all the Indians had 
been shot. Almighty Voice was liter- 
ally riddled with rifle bullets and the 
others. were mortally wounded in sev- 
eral places. 

Police Constable Kerr and Mr. Grun- 
dy’s body. were found about twenty-five 
yards from the pits with shots in sev- 
eral places in the head and body. They 
were stripped of their clothing. which 
was found on the bodies of the Indians. 
After the bodies of the Indians had 
been identified they were buried where 
they fell. The remains of the murdered 
police were taken to Prince Albert, and 
those of Mr. Grundy to Duck Lake. 
The Indian John, Almighty Voice’s 
Prather. who was caught while convey- 
ing ammunition, will be brought to 
Prince Albert as soon as possible. 

Capt. Allen, Sergt. Raven and Napo- 


leon Venne. who were wounded, are 
progressing favorably. It is thought 
by many that if it was not for the 


timely assistance of velunteers to the

They had not seen 
him since last Friday night.

He is 40 years of age, his wife lives 
in San Diego, and he owns considerable 
property in Denver and Lake City, 
Colo. Being of an inventive turn, he 
left the management of his affairs in 
other people’s hands and rented a room 
which he fitted up as a laboratory. He 
kept the object of his work in the lab- 
oratory secret, but he is said to have 
been engaged in evolving ‘a remarkable 
invention for the prevention of railroad 
accidents.

SEARLES ACQUITTED. 


Questions of the Senate Committee 
Held to Be Impertinent. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, June 1.—In the 
case of John E. Searles, the Sugar- 
trust witness, Judge Bradley ordered 
the jury to bring in a verdict of ac- 
quittal, holding that the questions 
asked by the Senate committee were 
not pertinent, and if so, not within 
the jurisdiction of the committee. 

The Judge’s opinion is exhaustive. 
has been reduced to writing. It pointed 
out that Searles testified specifically 
that no money had been contributed by 
the Sugar Trust to the national cam- 
paign or for the purpose of influencing 
legislation or the election of Wnited 
States Senators. As to local contribu- 
tions, Searles testified that he did not 
know how contributions had been used, 
by whom and for what purpose. The 
questions put to the defendant, claimed 
to be pertinent to the second and third 
divisions of the Senatorial inquiry, 
namely, as to whether the Sugar Trust 
contributed sums to the eampaign 
funds with the purpose of influencing 
the election of United State Ssenators, 
and whether any Senator had been a 
party to the compact with the Sugar 
Trust. 

Certainly, the Judge said, a simple 
investigation as to whether the Sugar 
Trust contributed to the campaign 
fund would he an unwarranted search 
into the private affairs of the company, 
and plainly beyond the power of the 
Senate. The court therefore sustained 
the motion of the defense, and ordered 
the jury to return a verdict of ac- 
quittal. The jury accordingly rendered 
a verdict of not guilty, and Searles was 
free.

was postponed until next Monday.

NEW YORK, June 1.—The Journal 
Says that a cablegram from Havana, 
received last night announced that the 
Ward-line officials in that port believe 
that the steamship Valencia: has been 
wrecked. 

The Valencia left New York on May 
20 for Nassau and south-side Cuban 
ports. She was in command of Capt. 
Skillings and had a crew of forty-five 
all told. All that could be learned last 
night was that there were less than 
five cabin passengers on board. 

The Valencia reached Nassau in 
safety. Officers on the Santiago say 
the Valencia left Nassau at 2 a.m. on 
May 25 for Guantanamo, and she then 
had only one cabin ‘passenger. The 
others had disembarked at Nassau. The 
run to Guantanamo fully occupies forty 
hours, and a stop of twelve heurs is 
made at that port. 

After leaving there the Valencia was 
expected to touch at Santiago, then 
proceed to Manzanillo, and finally to 
Cienfuegos, the most eastern point on 
her voyage along the south coast. Al- 
lowing for running time and the usual 
stops, the Valencia, if all went well, 
should have entered the tortuous pas- 
sage leading into Manzanillo Bay last 
Saturday afternoon. 

The cablegram from Havana gives no 
particulars, but officers on both the 
Santiago and City of Washington, now 
in port, think that if the Valencia is 
lost, she has probably struck one of the 
numerous reefs about Manzanillo.

Dr. Thomson on Trinitarian Creeds 
and Hell. 

LOS ANGELES, May 31. [To the 
Editor of The Times.) With your 
kind permission I shall briefly reply to 
Dr. Thomson's synopsis of his sermon 
contained in The Times this morning. 

It was John who answered Jesus and 
said, “Master, we saw one casting 
out devils in Thy name; and we 
forbade him, because he followeth not 
with us.” And Jesus said unto him, 
“Forbid him not, for he that is not 
against us is for us.”’ Here Jesus lays 
down a broad and deep principle of 
charity for our guidance in dealing 
with those who do not happen to be 
of our own special type. So long, then, 
as Dr. Thomson or any other doctor 
confines himself to doing good, to wise 
and intelligent criticism and exposure 
of error, let the words of Jesus be ap- 
plied to him, “Forbid him not.” But 
whenever he most flagrantly misrep- 
resents the truth and holds my relig- 
ious tenets and myself up to contempt 
and ridicule, then, out of respect for 
myself and regard for the truth, I am 
compelled to enter my unqualified pro- 
test. Says the doctor, “All the Trin- 
itarian creeds teach. that the vil- 
est murderer may go from the scaffold 
to heavenif he will accept. some meta- 
physical myth such as the fall of 
Adam, the imputation of one man’s 
virtues for another man’s sins. : 
But any selfish person can escape the 
orthodox hell by a \Ilittle trick 
called imputed righteousness. So heaven 
may be full of whitewashed criminals 
and cannot be a decent place for a 
follower of Christ, etc.” 

It is next to impossible to conceive 
of a gentleman of Dr. Thomson’s 
ministerial standing making such a 
wild statement in public. I am a 
Presbyterian, and what the learned 
doctor is pleased to dub a Trinitarian. 
And I here and now assert with all 
possible emphasis that neither I nor 
the great church of which I happen 
to be an humble servant, helieve 
anything approaching rubbish 
imputed to us by him. What is 
true of the Presbyterian Church 
is equally true of all the great 
Evangelical denominations. These de- 
nominations believe precisely what 
Jesus says in John iii, 3. Verily, verily 
I say unto thee, except a man be born 
again he cannot see the Kingdom of 
God.”” Regeneration, new life, the liv- 
ing, active, holy life of Jesus, leading 
to an intense hatred of all sin and vice 
and an ardent love to God and human- 
ity is the essential qualification for 
heaven. That a vile sinner may un- 
dergo such a change even on the gal- 
lows is evident from the tender, lov- 
ing words of the dying Jesus to the 
dying but penitent thief. ‘“‘Today shalt 
thou be with me in Paradise.’ We re- 
joice that the heart of our Father in 
heaven is so great, so tender, so full of 
infinite love, that it may be touched 
with the last dying but truly penitent 
ery of the world-cursed prodigal. But 
let no man say that anything unclean 
can pass through the pearly gates 
into the presence of the infinite and 
eternal source of all goodness and pur- 


-ity.

But 
he dropped out. I never knew exactly 
how. Perhaps his time was out. 
[Laughter.] 

“Then came the gentleman from 
Washington (Mr. Lewis.) I have not 
examined his credentials, and don’t 
know whom he represents in this con- 
test. I don’t know whether he will be 
supported, as his leadership has not 
yet progressed enough to get a vote.” 

Branching into the subject of criti- 
cism of the Sneaker, he said he had 
nothing but contempt for a man who 
would abuse the Speaker, who, in vir- 
tue of his position, could not defend 
himeelf. 

“Fire gunpaper balls over here at 
us,”’ he cried, ‘“‘we can eat them.” 

Mr. Grosvenor spoke of the words of 
the “wild, senseless imbecile,”’ going 
to the country from a certain quar- 
ter, evidently referring to Senator 
Morgan’s speech in the Senate. He 
said it ought to be rebuked. The idea 
that because a majority of the House 
saw fit to adjourn three days at a 
time Congress was not in session, he 
characterized as ridiculous, and referred 
to the author of this ‘discovery’ as 
one whose voice sounded “so sweet to 
him that he filled the air with it by the 
month.”’ 

Mr. Simpson, replying to Mr. Gros- 
venor, said there was no leadership on 
the minority side, as “they were all 
leaders over here.’’ They were not like 
sheep, who had to be led over the 
fence every day by the “leading billy- 
goat.” 

Mr. Simpson attempted to read from 
Mr. Morgan’s speech, but the Speaker 
would not permit him to do so. Com- 
ment on the proceedings in the other 
house, the Speaker said, would lead to 
disputes and interfere with the har- 
mony that should prevail between the 
two houses. 

At 4:30 o’clock the House adjourned 
until Thursday. 

A RIGHTEOUS AMENDMENT. 

WASHINGTON, 1.—Senator 
Davis has introduced his proposed 
amendment to the Tariff Bill, provid- 
ing that nothing in the act shall be 
held to repeal or impair the provisions 
of the reciprocity treaty with Hawaii. 
Senator Davis said that the treaty con- 
tains a solemn declaration that it 
should not be abrogated except upon 
one year’s notice. 

GLASS-WORKERS’ PETITION. 

PITTSBURGH, June  1.—President 
Simon Burns of the Window Glass- 
Workers’ Association has forwarded to 
Senator Quay the largest petitfon ever 
sent out by that organization. It 
urges the Senate to restore the duties 
on window glass to the rates fixed by 
the Dingley Bill and passed in the 
House. Every window-glass worker in 
the country has signed the petition, 
and it also contains the names of 
many, not members, who are dependent 
upon the glass factories for employ- 
ment. 

MR PETTIGREW INQUISITIVE. 

WASHINGTON, June 1.—Senator 
Pettigrew today introduced a bill to 
provide for the submission to a popular 
vote at the Congressional election of 
1898 of the following questions: 

“Shall Congress at once enact a law 
providing for the immediate free and 
unlimited coinage of silver and gold 
at a ratio of 16 to 1?” 

“Shall the Constitution of the United 
States be so amended as to provide 
for the election of United States Sen- 
ators and of the President and Vice- 
ae by a direct vote of the peo- 
p e 

It is made the duty of the secretary 
of each State to forward the result 
of the vote to the President, who is 
required to submit the statements to 
Congress. 

A NECESSARY COMMITTEE. 

WASHINGTON, June 1.—Represen- 
tative King or Utah today introduced 
in the House a resolution directing 
the Speaker to appoint the Committee 
on Foreign Affairs, on account of the 
pendency of grave questions relating 
to foreign affairs. The resolution re- 
cites the fact of the passage of the 
Senate resolution, recognizing the 
belligerency of the Cuban insurgents 
in the island. 

ALASKAN BOUNDARY TREATY. 

WASHINGTON, June 1. The 
Alaskan boundary treaty was reported 
in executive session by Senator Tur- 
pie t-day. Th® report recommends the 
ratification of the treaty, with an 
amendment making it clear that the 
United States concedes none of its sea- 
coast rights by accepting Mount St. 
Elias as the initial point for making 
the 141st meridian boundary line.

PROSECUTION RESTS AND DEFENSE

Mrs. A. C. Weaver on the Stand—A 
Crowded Courtroom—Two In- 
solvency Petitions 
Filed. 


At the City Hall yesterday the Coun- 
cil met in adjourned session with Pres- 
ident Silver in the chair. The Main- 
street paving contract was accepted 
and the contract for the improvement 
of Central avenue was awarded to 
Frank Hannon,’ after S. B. Clayton's 
bid had been rejected. An unusual 
number of street matters were passed 
upon and an ordinance was adopted 
forbidding the spilling of oil on paved 
streets. The Board of Police Commis- 
sioners adjourned until tomorrow owing 
to the absence of Mayor Snyder and 


Spencer went over. 

At the Courthouse yesterday the trial 
of Dr. Hastings for the murder of 
Lillian Hattery was resumed before 
Judge Smith and a jury in Department 
One. The prosecution rested and the 
defense began their battle by attack- 
ing the testimony of the witnesses for 
the prosecution.

CONTRACT COMPLETED. 


THE MAIN-STREET PAVEMENT AC- 
CEPTED BY THT COUNCIL. 


Ordinance Adopted to Protect As- 
phalt Pavements from Careless 
Drivers of O11 Tanks—Extra Man 

. Allowed in the Health Office. 


At the meeting of the City Council 
yesterday morning, President Silver oc- 
cupied the chair for the first time in 
two weeks. The presiding officer 
showed the effects of his severe illness, 
but was in his place promptly on time, 
although it was fifteen minutes later 
before a quorum was secured and the 
Council calledto order. The lobby and 
gallery were deserted, although the cor- 
ridors outside were crowded, the coun- 
ter attraction being a meeting of the 
Police Commissioners. 

REPORTS OF OFFICERS. 

After the reading of the minutes, the 
report of the City Clerk that the Coun- 
cil had acquired jurisdiction in the 
matter of the construction of sewers 
on Valencia and other streets, the nec- 
essary ordinance of intention was 
passed under suspension of the rules. 

The Park Commissioners reported 
that they had accepted the bid of 
Newell Bros. for the boating privilege 
at Westlake Park, but on the state- 
ment of Councilman Blanchard that 
there was another communication on 
the subject, action was deferred. 

The Police Commissioners reported 
back the proposition of M. P. Thye 
to put in a telegraphic police patrol 
system, and care for the same in con- 
nection with the fire-alarm system, 
without recommendation, and the mat- 
ter was referred to the Fire and Water 
Committee for investigation. 

On the report of the Finance Com- 
mittee, the usual demands were al- 
lowed, as were also the requisitions 
for supplies on the report of the Supply 
Committee. 

FINANCE COMMITTEE. 

The Finance Committee presented 
the following report, which was 
adopted without debate: 

“Your Finance Committee begs leave 
to report as follows: We recommend 
that the report of the City Auditor 
for the week ending May 22, 1897, be 
approved. 

“In the matter of the communica- 
tion from the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners accompanying the petition of 
Rudolph Gahm, in which he asks for 
a rebate of $25 on saloon license at No. 
233 East First street, for the reason 
that his business was conducted dur- 
ing only one-half of the month for 
which said license was issued, we rec- 
ommend that the request be granted, 
and that upon the filing of a proper de- 
mand drawn upon the salary fund the 
sum of $25 be returned to the petitioner. 

“In the matter of the request of the 
Health Officer for additional inspectors 
in his department, it appears to your 
committee that there is urgent neces- 
sity at the present time for additional 
help in this department to attend to 
the flushing of culverts’ throughout 
the paved streets of the city, and we 
would therefore recommend that the 
Health Officer be authorized to employ 
one laborer at $2 per day, who shall at- 
tend to the flushing of the culverts as 
often as deemed necessary by the 
Health Officer and perform such other 
services as said Health Officer may di- 
rect. We further recommend that the 
matter of apointing inspectors be de- 
ferred until the beginning of the next 
fiscal year. 

“We recommend that the suggestion 
of the City Auditor be acted upon and 
that the demand, No. 1369, in tavor of 
George Gaylord for the sum of $5.37, 
approved December 24, 1896, be can- 
celled, a like amount having been paid 
Mr. Gaylord by the City Treasurer on 
December 17, 1896."’

CITY ENGINEER'S REPORT. 


The following report of the City En- 
gineer was received, adopted and the 
inclosed ordinances passed: 

I herewith present final ordinance 
establishing the grade of Pico street 
between Hoover street and New Hamp- 
shire avenue. 


“Also final ordinance establishing the 


-Srade of Vignes street between First 


Street and Lyon street. 

“Also final ordinance changing and 
establishing the grade of the north 
Side of Temple street between Custer 
avenue and Beaudry avenue. 

“Also final ordinance changing and 
establishing the grade of Grand View 
Street between Eighth and Ninth 
Streets. 

“In accordance with the petition 
from T. S. Palmer et al., which said 
petition represents the necessary ma- 
jority of the frontage, I herewith pre- 
sent an ordinance of intention to 
change and establish the grade of Ave- 
nue Twenty-two (formerly Trueman 
Street,) between Downey avenue and 
Avenue Twenty-four (formerly Hell- 
man street.) Petition herewith  re- 
turned. 

“IT herewith present ordinance of in- 
tention to establish the grade of Lon- 
don street between Casco street and So- 
noma street, repealing ordinance of in- 
tention No. 4283. 

‘In compliance with your instructions 
of March 22, I herewith present esti- 
mate of the cost of grading, etc., 
Thomas street from Downey avenue to 
Barbee street, as follows: Grading and 
graveling, 60 cents per front foot; gut- 


tering, 14 cents; cement curb, 30 cents; 
cement walk, 6 feet wide, 60 cents; 
granite cross-walks, 5 cents; total, $1.69 
per front foot. As this amount ex- 
ceeds $1 per front froot, I herewith pre- 
sent the necessary ordinance of inten- 
tion to do the work as above. Petition 
from E. J. Dyer herewith returned. 

“TIT have also estimated the cost of 
grading, etc., and sewering Avila 
street between Macy § street and 
Bauchet street, as follows: Grading 
and graveling, 55 cents per front foot; 
cement curb, 30 cents; cement walk, 5 
feet wide, 50 cents; sewer, 50 cents; to- 
tal, $1.85 per front foot. As this amount 
meets the requirements of the bond act, 
I herewith present an ordinance of in- 
tention to do the work as above. Pe- 
tion herewith returned. 

“In accordance with your order of 
May 3, I have estimated the cost of 
grading, etc., Johnson street between 
Downey avenue and Altura street, as 
follows: Grading and graveling, 55 
cents per front foot; gutter, 14 cents; 
cement curb, 30 cents; cement walk, 
4 feet wide, 40 cents: total, $1.39 per 
front foot. As this amount meets the 
requirements of the bond act. I here- 
with present the necessary ordinance to 
do the work as above. Petition here- 
with returned. 7 

“In regard to the protest from M. E. 
Price et al., against the improvement 
of Twelfth street between Central ave- 
nue and Tennessee street, I find as fol- 
lows: Total frontage, 2057 feet; neces- 
sary for a majority, 1029 feet; repre- 
sented on protest, 610 feet. The pro- 
test, herewith returned, does not there- 
fore represent a majority of the front- 
age.”’ 

LAND COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 


The following report of the Land 
Committee was received and adopted: 

“Your Committee on Land beg leave 
to report as follows: We recommend 
that such persons as have been granted 
leases on city property be notified to 
comply with the terms of such leases 
at once. 

“We recommend that the protest of 
M. Flores in regard to sale of lot 52 in 
the Alfred Moore tract be sustained. 

“We recommend that proceedings for 
the sale of lot 51 in the Alfred Moore 
tract be abandoned for the reason that 
the City Engineer reports the former 
survey and plat of said tract to be in- 
correct. 

“We recommend that the petition of 
M. Rutley be granted and that the 
rent of the leased lot be fixed at $10 
per annum. 

“We recommend the passage of the 
ordinance in regard to Oak street. 

‘In the matter of the petition of E. 
Dwyer et al., your committee has in- 
vestigated these cases and find that 
the lots in question are well located, 
that they are worth several hundred 
dollars each, that the city has recently 
been at great expense in grading the 
streets bordering thereon, and in laying 
sidewalks and sewers and putting in 
curbs for the improvement of said lots: 
We find that even the low rental of 
$10 per annum now-charged for the said 
lots would no more than pay a low 
rate of interest on the cost of said 
street improvements to say nothing of 
the real value of the lots themselves. 
We therefore recommend that the peti- 
tion of E. Dwyer et al.. asking that 
annual rental on said lots be fixed at 
$2 be denied.” 

On motion of Counciuman Toll an 
ordinance was passed regulating the 
methods of unloading oil, benzine and 
similar substances from tank wagons 
and providing for certain precautions 
against the spilling of oil on asphalt 
pavements. All oil delivery wagons or 
tanks shall have securely fastened un- 
der the tans or faucets an absolutely 
oil or water-tight zinc-lined box. In 
filling any measure or vessel the drip 
or overflow must be caught in this box 
and care must be taken to avoid spill- 
ing any oil on the asphalt pavement. 
Violation of this ordinance shall be a 
misdemeanor and shall he fined not 
exceeding $59 or imprisoned in the City 
Jail for a term not exceeding fifty days 
or thay suffer both such fine and tm- 
prisonment.

MAIN-STREET PAVING. 

The following report of the special 

committee on Main-street paving was 


unanimously adopted: 


“We, your special committee to whom 
was referred the matter of resurfacing 
Main street from Eleventh § street to 
Thirty-seventh street, beg leave to re- 
port that the street is now resurfaced 
with a good coat of asphaltic cement, 
and is completed in a good and work- 
manlike manner, and we would recom- 
mend that the unaccepted portion of 
the said street, to-wit: From Washing- 
ton to Thirty-seventh street, be ac- 
cepted, and the City Engineer directed 
to furnish the Street Superintendent 
with a new map, as the original map of 
the said street and work has been can- 
celled. 

“We would recommend also that the 
Superintendent of Street Sweeping be 
instructed to have the said street swept 
twice a week.” 

The committee was then discharged, 
the necessity for its existence having 
expired. 

The report presented to the Board of 
Fire Commissioners by a special com- 
mittee last week, touching upon. the 
necessity of extending fire protection to 
the outlying districts of the city and 
suggesting the advisability of a bond 
issue of $150,000 for the fire department, 
was read and referred to the Finance 
Committee. 

Councilman Nickell moved that, while 
the City Engineer was engaged in sur- 
veying a boulevard route through Fast 
Los Angeles, as directed last week, he 
should also make a survey as mapped 
out by the petition of the East Side 
Boulevard Committee. After some dis- 
cussion this motion was defeated. 

Councilman Toll then moved that the

“DR.” HASTINGS’S TRIAL. 


THE STATE'S EVIDENCE IN AND 
THE DEFENSE COMMENCES, 


First Appearance at the Trial of 
Ann Catherine Weaver, 
Who its also Charged with the 
Murder of Lilian Hattery. 


The crowded courtroom at the Hast- 
-ings murder trial yesterday heard but 
little testimony that was of general 
interest, and almost no evidence of a 
sensational nature was introduced. 
Little progress was made in the trial 
during the morning, the delay 
occasioned by the absence of the last 
witness for the prosecution. Al Nair, 
the messenger boy who carried the 
note from Lillian Hattery to her sis- 
ter, Was called to the witness stand, 
but the questions asked him were not 
of signal importance. 


his appearance, the State declared its 
case closed, reserving the right to call 
the witness referrea tuo, and the de- 
fense opened by placing J. L. Hattery, 
the father of tne murdered girl, on the 
stand. He was interrogated regarding 
certain letters written to him by Lillie 
while she was visiting her sister in Los 
Angeles, but upon reading the letters 
they were found to contain nothing 
that had any connection with the is- 
sues in the case on trial. 

Maj. Horace Bell, Attorneys H. H. 
Appel and L. C. Whitney were called 
to impeach the testimony of Mrs. 
Madeline Martin to the effect that one 
of the counsel for the defense, Henry 
T. Gage, had advised her to leave 
town to facilitate the collection of a 
bill of $1200 against Dr. Hastings. Very 
little testimony along this line was 
ruled admissible by the court. What 
was admitted was that Mrs. Martin had 
called on Appel and Whitney and asked 
them to take a bill against Hastings to 
Mr. Gage for collection, and to inci- 
dentally remind Mr. Gage that it would 
be well for the doctor to settle, as she 


and Mrs. Hendig had been subpoened 
as witnesses in the murder trial. 

Mr. Gage then arose and said that 
although he had been a member of the 
bar for twenty years and never taken 
the witness stanti in a suit in which he 
was one of the counsel, he wanted to 
be sworn and make a statement as to 
his part in the matter. He was al- 
lowed to take the stand, and testified 
that he had never advised or suggested 
to any person to leave any locality to 
avoid giving testimony in any case in 
all his life. 

As Mr. Gage concluded Maj. Bell 
arose from his seat and said that, as 


he was a member of the bez and an 
old citizen, and as his honor had been 


attacked, he wished to say a few words.

STIR UP THE STATESMEN. 

It is estimated that the government 
is losing from $2,000,000 to $3,000,000 
per week in revenue by reason of the 
delay in the passage of thé Tariff Bill. 
The people are losing many times as 
much as is the government, through 
depressed business and lack of employ- 
ment, for the same reason. The en- 
tire country is suffering nct alone 
from the stagnation of industrics which 
has been a concomitant of the Gorman- 
Wilson law from its incejtion, but 
from the uncertainties aiending the 
present situation, to whic is super- 
added the heavy influx of forcign 
goods in anticipation of the enactment 
of a law materially inc.easing duties, 
These unusually large importations of 
the past few months have aiready dis- 
counted the effects of the new tariff 
law, should such a law be enacted. 
Every day of delay adds to the un- 
favorable conditions and retards the 
return of prosperous times. Until the 
principle of protection h13s beer detn- 
itely reémbodied in our fiscal system, 
we cannot reasonably expect a return 
ef prosperity. 

It is becoming apparent that the 
members of the United States Senate 
do not fully appreciate the gravity of 
the situation and the necessity for 
more energetic and businesslike ac- 
tion in disposing of the cariff question. 
Although consideiable progress has 
been made on the new Dill in the 
Senate, the prospects are that when 
certain disputed sched-ales are reached 
there will be spirited contests, pfo- 
tracted debate, and altoge:her unnec- 
essary delay of final action. ‘this 
cought not to be. The people have 
spoken in emphatic teims fur protec- 
tion, and even those who are honestly 
opposed, on principle, to the protec- 
tive system, should bow wiih good 
grace to the will of the majority, and 
assist, rather than retard, the enact- 
ment of a consistent protective tariff 
law. There should be no factious op- 
position to any reasonable schedules. 
The Pacific Coast and ine Atlantic 
Coast. the North and the Seuth, should 
be accorded such protec’ion as their 
industries require, with no attempt at 


hair-splitting discriminations. If. this 
generous and statesmanlike plan were 
adopted in both houses of Congress, 
the whole tariff question could easily 
be disposed cf before the close of 
June, and the new law could go into 
effect with the Leginning of the fiscal 
year.

SAN PEDRO HARBOR. 

There is. unfortunately, a probabil- 
ity that the harbor battle may have 
to be fought all over again. It is 
none too soon for the people of 
Southern California to begin anew 
the education of our brethren i the 
East on this important matter. Be- 
cause the question is well understood 
by every schoolboy in Southern Cali- 
fornia, we are apt to jump at the con- 
clusion that it is also familiar to the 
70,00,000 people, more or less, who 
live east of the mountains, but such 
is by no means the case. California 
is a big State, but it plays quite a 
small part in the economy of the 
United States, when viewed from the 
distance of Washington, as many of 
our people who have gone to the na- 
tional capital on missions relating to 
this section have discovered. 

In discussing this question, the fact 
should not be lost sight of that the 
deep-water harbor is not a local issue, 
but one of national importance, in 
which the people of the entire coun- 
‘try, from Maine to California, are 
more or less. directly interested. 
There is probably no harbor improve- 
ment ever undertaken by the govern- 
ment which has been of quite so much 
importance to the country at large as 
this proposed improvement of San 
Pedro harbor, in connection with the 
improvement of Galveston harbor, 
which has already been accomplished. 
This is so on account of the fact that 
a line between these two harbors, al- 
ready covered by a railroad, is 800 
miles shorter and has easier grades 
than any other line between the two 
oceans. The importance of this fact, 
in connection with the development 
of the oriental trade, cannot be over- 
estimated. 

The assertion made recently by the 
New York World, which has _ evi- 
dently been selected as one of the 
mouthpieces of Mr. Huntington, that 
San Pedro has neither harbor nor 
commerce, is an absolute and un- 
equivocal falsehood, and is proof that 
the man who wrote it, or the man 
who ordered him to write it, is either 
a knave or a fool. San Pedro has 
been the leading port of Southern 
California since the days when this 
Coast was discovered by Cabrillo. 
During the past twenty-five years the 
government has expended a little less 
than one million dollars in improving 


- the harbor, and as an evidence of what 


has been accomplished by that mod- 
erate expenditure, the opinion of one 
of the government experts may be 
cited, who stated in his report that he 
knew of no instance where so much 
had been done in the line of harbor 
improvement with so little money. 
There are people living in San Pedro 
who used to wade across the bar at

GOLD AND SILVER. 


Uncle Sam’s Crop of Precious Metals 
for the Past Year. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.} 

WASHINGTON, June 1.—Mr. Pres- 
ton, the Director of the Mint, has 
about completed his figures of the gold 
and silver production in the United 
States during the calendar “year 1896. 
He finds the production of gold to 
have been about $53,000,000, an increase 
of oved $6,250,000 as compared with 
1895. The production of silver is given 
‘as 57,700,000 fine ounces, an increase 
of 1,900,000 ounces over 1895.

Work of the Congregational So- 
ciety in the Past.

The work for the past year was as 
follows: Home missionaries employed, 
2026; States and Territories occupied, 
44; Sunday-schools under missionary 
care, 2638; scholars in the Sunday- 
schools, 17,784; total amount in the sev- 
enty-one years, $788,318. 


MID-AIR PHOTOGRAPHY. 


William A. Eddy’s Successful Ex- 
periment with Two Cameras.

NEW YORK, June 1.—William A. 
Eddy has just taken the first double 
photograph in mid-air that has ever 
been secured. He did this with special 
apparatus, after a year’s study.

The Life and Death of the Silk 
Worm — Removing the Delicate 
Fibers from the Cocoons—The 
School Children are Interested. 


Silk is being made in Los Angeles. 
Giuseppe Sormano, with hatchet and 
jack-knife, has carved for himself a 
silk-weaving machine. A yeir ag? he 
breught back with him from a visit to 
Itaiy a stock of silk-worm eggs. The 
eguzzs hatched, the larvae grew fat on 
the leaves which he fed them from his 
mulberry tree, and very sleepy and 
tired the worms crawled up into the 
bunches of twigs placed conveniently 
at hand, spun for themselves siiken 
coverlets, and went fast to sleep. They 
were carefully gathered, and now the 
silk is being taken from the cocoons 
and spun into skeins of rich yellow, the 
most beautiful raw silk ever seen in 
Los Angeles. 

Yesterday the silk was being taken 
from the cocoons. Giuseppe Sormano is 
a native of Italy. With the stock of 
eggs which he got while on his receat 
visit to his old home, Sormano bas 
been conducting some very interest- 
ing experiments. 

In the rear of Giuseppe Sormano’s 
winery, at No. 547 Macy street, is the 
long, low, one-storied house, partly of 
adobe, partly of brick, in which his 
family lives. In one big airy room at 
the end of the dwelling, its floor almost 
flush with the ground outside, the work 
of removing the silk was going on yes- 
terday. 

Only a few worms were raised this 
year, just to see how the thing would go 
so the supply of cocoons was sinall. A 
kettle of hot water was made ready. A 
quantity of the downy white cocoons 
was placed in a pan. Very hot water 
was poured over them, to kill the still 
living creatures inside, midway in their 
transformation from larvae to moth. 
The cocoons were stirred round and 
round in the water, with a bunch of 
straws. 

The spinning machine was of crude 
construction, put together by Sormano 
without a penny of expense, most of it 
whittled out with a jack-knife. A 
series of empty wooden spools, revolv- 
ing on nails driven into the supports 
of the frame, acted as cylinders over 
which the thread could be drawn. A 
revolving four-sided reel, run by a boy 
with a crank, was the frame on which 
the silk was wound, to be taken off 
eventually and bound into twisted 
skeins. 

Once the worms were all dead within 
their cocoons, and the silk well soft- 
ened by the water, a filmy thread so 
small as to be almost invisible was 
fastened to the receiving frame, wind- 
ing over the spools, the machine was 
set in motion, and, as the cocoon from 
which the silk came bobbed around in 
the water, the thread was wound on 
the receiving frame. In order to give 
the strands the requisite’ thickness, 
threads from four or five cocoons at 
once were twisted off, and as one coc- 
oon.was nearly exhausted, with a deft 
touch of her finger, the operator 
twisted in a thread from another 
cocoon. 

The cocoons must be taken in time, 
before the imprisoned moth tries to 
bite its way out. If the cocoon is punc- 
tured, the water gets inside, the coc- 
oon becomes waterlogged, and it is 
impossible to get the silk off. 

The raw silk obtained by the method 
used by Sormano and his family must 
go through several processes before it 
can be spun into good silk thread and 
woven into cloth. 

Guiseppe Sormano and hisfamily have 
so far undertaken the task only as an 
experiment, and because of the mem- 
ories it brings back to the old coun- 
try. Next year a larger number of 
worms will be raised, and it may be 
that the experiment will in the future 
develop into something of importance. 
In a number of the schools of the city 
the children are studying the habits 
of the silkworm. A few days ago Miss 
Sormano took some of the cocoons to a 
teacher in one of the public schools. At 
the teacher’s request, she went into one 
of the classrooms and explained to 
the children the life and habits of the 
valuable little insects. It ended by 
every room in the building’ demanding 
that the story be repeated for its ben- 
efit. Some of the cocoons were sent 
to the Normal School by Miss Sormano 
and there they are being watched and 
the bursting forth of the moth from

MIXES THEM UP. 


Change in Schedules ‘tor the Rail- 
way Mail Clerks. 


The fifty railway mail clerks of this 
division of the railway mail service 
are tearing their hair in their efforts 
to get the new time schedules wedged 
tightly into their heads so that the 
shaking of their cars won't dislodge 
them and mix them all up. 

With the coming of 
railway time ‘schedules are being 
adopted all over the country. The 
overland traffic is lessening, and the 
trains which reach the beaches and the 
summer resorts are being increased in 
number. The railway mail schedules 
all have to be rearranged in conse- 
quence of the changes. Transfers of 
mail pouches possible under the old or- 
der are now rendered impossible, the 
time for reaching stations Is changed, 
new routes for the carrying of mail 
have to be picked out. 

Chief Clerk Johnson, who has charge 
of Southern California and Arizona, 
and the routes as far east as El Paso 
and Albuquerque, worked out the new 
schedule for his district before the 
changes went into effect, which was 
last Sunday.

COMMERCIAL, 
SEEDLESS ORANGES IN EUROPE. 


An eastern trade paper notes that a 
large shipment of oranges from Sor- 
rento, Italy, arrived in Boston on the 
ivth of May. The shipment consisted 


of 8000 boxes, averaging 3900 oranges tu 
the box, and is said to be the largest 
importation of fruit received at Bos- 
ton for sixteen months. The Fruit- 
my s Guide has this to-say in regard 

to the oranges: 

“The fruit is of exceptionally fine 
quality. There are no seeds whatever, 
and the oranges, when cut, are found 
to be of a peculiar golden color. They 
are packed with the greatest care, each 
orange being either wrapped in soft 
paper or tinfoil. The boxes are piled 
up on frames in the hold of the ship 
in such a way that each box is free 
from contact with its neighbor. Large 
canvas shutes from the deck carry a 
volume of resh air into the hold, so 
that the ventilation is as near perfect 
as possible. The benefit of all this 
care is shown from the fact that not 
a single box was wet during the rough 
and stormy passage of the ship. Boxes 
from different parts of the hold, opened 
at random, showed the fruit in peffect 
condition.” 

California orange growers will be in- 
terested to learn what variety of seed- 
less fruit this is. It is known that con- 
siderable plantings of naval orange 
trees from the United States have been 
made in Italy during the past few 
vears, and it is just possible that this 
fruit comes from those trees. 

A report from 
the United States Consul at Patras, 
Greece, gives the following statistics re-

Germany has taken large quantities 
of currants this season for wine-mak- 
ing. In 1895 heavy shipments were 
made to France, to be consumed ina 
like manner, but the high duty which 
she has recently imposed on this article 
greatly decreased shipments to her 
ports during 1896.

grapes: 

“Currants, which now form the staple 
commodity of Greece, were unknown in 
the classical age. The plant was origi- 
nally derived from a kind of grape that 
had hecome wild, such as is even new 
found in many ravines. The Vene- 
tians found these wild grapes to be 
very common in the neighborhood of 
Corinth, from which town they derive 
their name.’ 

The Consul sayg that the bulk of the 
population of Greece are dependent 
upon the currant crop for support.

NEW YORK, June 1.—During the cessation 
of trading in the Stock Exchange yesterday 
London dealt heavily in American railroad 
stocks and brought up the price of all those 
which are internationally listed to a point 
materially above New York's close Saturday. 
Promptly upon the opening of the market 
here this morning large orders to buy for 
London account were executed to cover sales 
made in London at the advance. The conse- 
quence was a jump at the opening to Lon- 
don parity for nearly all the internationals. 


London reports indicated that the traders 
there laid much stress upon the speech of 
Secretary of the Treasury Gage, and the 
optimistic opinion of the business outlook. 
Seme reaction followed upon this early jump 
in prices, the depression spreading sympa- 
thetically from 1 to 2 cents. The market 
fell into dullness at the decline, sugar show- 
ing a loss on Washington reports of danger 
to the sugar schedule of the Tariff Bill. This 
failed to hold the market from a rising 
tendency, and closing prices were as a rule 
the best of the day. Buying by the commis- 
sion houses was on quite a large scale, and 
the outside interest in the market was 
more in evidence than for many months past. 
The dealings were remarkably well distrib- 
uted, and the speculative low-priced stocks, 
especially those of reorganized companics, 
were in special demand, Union Pactfic lead- 
ing in the activity of this class of secur- 
ities, with sales of over eleven thousand 
shares. The demand from London fer this 
line of stocks was particularly marked. The 
number of shares bought for London account 
was estimated to exceed twenty thousand 
shares. The increase in the net earnings for 
April helped to strengthen the market for 
Denver and Rio Grande and Southern Pacific, 
all showing substantial gains. The total sales 
of stocks approximated 250,000 shares. Sume 
stocks escaped entirely the early reaction- 
ary tendency of the market, and on others it 
did not exceed fractional limits, but it ex- 
tended to 1% in Sugar, with only partial re- 


covery. Net gains were the rule throughout 
the list, losses being confined to a few 
cases.

Public Debt. 
WASHINGTON, June 1.—The monthly 


statement of the public debt shows that the 
debt, less cash in the treasury at the cicse 
of business on May 29, 1897, was $996,684,062, 
a decrease for the month of $1,560,080, which 
is principally accounted for by an increase of 
over $2,000,000 in cash in the treasury. The 
debt, independent of the cash, was increased 
during the month by $463,215, accounted for 
in redemption accrued, The debt is recapitu- 
lated as follows: Interest-Dearing debt, $847,- 
365,030; debt on which interest has ceased 
since maturity, $1,348,510; debt bearing no in- 
terest, $378,084,324; total, $1,226,797,864. This 
amount, however, does not include $595,535,- 
953 in certificates and treasury notes, which 
offsets an equal amount of cash in the 
treasury. The cash in the treasury is 
classified as follows: Gold, $181,707,391; silver, 
$519,764,967; paper, $147,894,920; bonds, dis- 
bursing officers’ balances, etc., $18,129,555; 
total, $867,496,826, against which there are 
demand liabilities outstanding amounting to 
$637,383,013, leaving a net cash balance in the 
treasury of $230,.113,812. 


London Financial Market. 


NEW YORK, June 1.—The Evenin Post’s 
London financial cablegram says: ‘usinens 
in the stock markets here was very slack.

A NEW PRESIDENT FOR THE ELEC- 
TRIC ROAD. 


Col. C. W. Smith Will Take Charge 
on June 15—Improvements Will 
Be Rapidiy Pushed — Routine 
Business Transacted by Council. 
Oratorio Society Elects Officers. 


PASADENA, June 1.—{Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The plans of the Reor- 
ganization Committee of the Pasadena 
and Los Angeles Electric Railway Com- 
pany are fast being carried out. An- 
other great step forward will be accom- 
plished on June 15, when Col. C. W. 
Smith will arrive from Chicago to as- 
sume the presidency and general man- 
agement of the road. A dispatch re- 
ceived by P. M. Green this afternoon 
from D. B. Dewy announced that Col. 
Smith had consented to accept the po- 
sition and enter upon its duties at the 
date mentioned. 

When the reorganization of the road 
was first undertaken it was recognized 
that the company should have at its 
head an experienced railroad man, 
thoroughly familiar with all the details 
of operation and construction. It was 
the unanimous feeling of the Reorgan- 
ization Committee that no better man 
could be secured than Col. C. W. 
Smith, but it was uncertain whether he 
could be induced to accept the position. 
The final adjustment of the affairs of 
the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad, of 
which Col. Smith has been receiver, 
paved the way to the arrangement that 
has now been consummated. Col. Smith 
has been engaged in railroad work for 
more than thirty years, and there is 
no department of it with which he _is 
not thoroughly familiar. His reputa- 
tion among railroad men is national. 
As president of the Pasadena and Los 
Angeles Electric Railway, he will prob- 
ably make his home in Pasadena. 

. M. Green, who was elected presi- 
dent of the road a few weeks ago, ac- 
cepted the position temporarily, with 
the understanding that he should be re- 
lieved in the near future. He expresses 
great satisfaction that Col. Smith has 
consented to take charge of the road 
and says that it means the immediate 
prosecution of the contemplated im- 
provements. The work will be pushed 
as rapidly as possible and no effort 
will be spared to improve the service. 

A cargo of ties is now on the way 
from the north and is expected within a 
week. As soon as it arrives track-lay- 
ing will begin. The company will use 
the lot which it owns on Chestnut 
street for switching purposes, so as to 
avoid the necessity of keeping cars 
standing in the street. Tracks are 


now being laid for this purpose from 


the street into the lot. 
THE COUNCIL MEETING. 

It was a thin house that greeted the 
Council this afternoon. With the sub- 
sidence of the street-railway contro- 
versy the public has ceased to take 
any interest in the doings of the city 
fathers. The crowd that has of late 
thronged the lobby and dwindled to- 
day to a single individual. The ses- 
sion was marked by unwonted peace. 
The promised coup of the Terminal 
road failed to materialize, and the ora- 
tors who have been heard so often by 
a long suffering public, were absent. 

Only routine business was transacted 
today. In accordance with the recom- 
mendations of the City Attorney, Col. 
G. G. Green's petition for the vacation 
of an alley on the site of the annex 
to Hotel Green was granted; the re- 
port of the commissioners on the wid- 
ening of Lake avenue was accepted, 
with a yote of thanks for their serv- 
ices, and a resolution of intention was 
adopted for the construction of a side- 
walk on South Fair Oaks avenue, in 
front of lot 11 of Wood & Banbury’s 
subdivision. 

Ordinances were adopted, establish- 
ing grades oh Wichita avenue, between 
Mendocino and Fillmore streets; Bast- 
ern avenue, between Mendocino and 
Wallis streets; Hurlbut street, between 
Fair Oaks and Pasadena avenues; Mo- 
line avenne, between California and 
Glenarm streets; Mentor avenue, be- 
tween Delmar and Colorado streets; 
Liberty street, Howard street, between 
Vernon avenue and Terrace Drive; Oak 
street, Madison avenue, between Cali- 
fornia and Fillmore streets; Mendocino 
street, between Los Robles and Eastern 
avenues. 

The petition of the Minneapolis 
Home Bakery for permission to erect 
@ sign was granted. 

The petition of property-owners on 
California street, asking that the street 
be graded, curbed and guttered  be- 
tween Orange Grove and Grand ave- 
nues, was referred to the City Attorney 
with instructions to prepare the nec- 
essary resolution. 

The plans and specifications for re- 
building Linda Vista bridge, prepared 
by City Engineer W. B. Clapp, were 
read and discussed and, by resolution, 
referred to the Supervisors for ap- 
proval. 

The City Engineer reported that he 
had taken levels and made profiles for 
establishing grades on Central street, 
between Fair Oaks and Marengo, San 
Pasqual, between Fair Oaks and Ma- 
rengo, and on a portion of Mercer ave- 
nue. The several reports were ac- 
cepted and the City Attorney was di- 
rected to prepare ordinances accord- 
ingly. 

In pursuance of the recommendations 
of Marshal Lacey, the Council decided 
not to appoint a successor to the posi- 
tion of night watchman, made vacant 
by the death of the late James Orr. 
Marshal Lacey recommended that in-

The annual meeting of the Oratorio 
Society was held this afternoon at the 
rooms of the Board of Trade. The 
most important business transacted 
was the election of officers for the 
coming year. William. Stanton de- 
clined a re-election as president, ex- 
pecting to be absent during a part of 
next winter, and C. J. Willett was 
elected to succeed him. B. O. Kendall 
was elected first vice-president, John: 
Earle Jardine second vice-president, 
F. S. Wallace secretary and P. M. 
Green. These officers together with 
S. D. Carey, H. R. Hertel and Dr. 
Norman Bridge will constitute the 
Board of Directors. The report of the 
secretary was read, reviewing the 
work of the past year and suggesting 
some features of the coming season.

Some time was devoted to the discus- 
sion of the forthcoming souvenir book 
of Pasadena.

CASE OF MISS LOTTIE NIETO 
VEILED IN MYSTERY.

She Stubborriy Refuses to Tell Her 
Physicians and Friends How 
She Came to Take a Dose of 
Carbolic Acid. 


Miss Lottie Nieto, a young woman 
well known in Spanish social circles, 
swallowed ‘a quantity of carbolic acid 
yesterday morning, and it was thought 
at first that death was likely to result. 
ate last night, however, she was rest- 
ing quietly and the chances for her re- 
covery are excellent. Investigation 
showed the case was not a very serious 
one. The doctors have ascertained that 
the amount of poison. taken was not 
nearly so great as at first supposed 
and, aside from some severe burns ‘in 
the mouth and throat, but little dam- 
age has been done. 

But for the somewhat reticent and 
mysterious manner of the patient there 
would at no time have been a doubt 
that the poison was taken by accident. 
Friends and relatives have looked in 
Vain for a motive which could have 
prompted the young woman to at- 
tempt suicide. She has at all times 
been of a cheerful disposition and to 
@il appearances was healthy and happy 
up to the hour she took the drug. 

To the questions of the physicians 
and others, however, the young wo- 
man has returned wholly unsatisfac- 
tory answers, and has borne herself 
with a strangeness which, to say the 
least, is suggestive of design. Asked 
why she took the drug, she bluntly re- 
fused to state, and will not even inform 
the doctors Whether her condition was 
the result of accident or intent. A 
word from her would at any time have 
satisfied all that the poisoning was 
purely accidental, but she has refused 
to speak that word. Thus-the case is 
veiled in much mystery.

LOS ANGELES BANKS. 


RUMOR THAT SOME OF THEM CON. 
TEMPLATE CONSOLIDATION, 


An Immense Amount of Capital Here 
Lying Idlie—The Available Cash 
Nearly One-half of the Total 
Deposits. 


A rumor was current on the street 
yesterday of a movement being on 
foot looking to the consolidation of 
some of the commercial banks of this 
city. H. J. Pleishman, cashier of the 
Farmers’ and Merchants’ bank, when 
asked what he knew about it, dis- 
claimed any knowledge of any pro- 
posed consolidation of banking inter- 
ests here, “but,” added he, “if there is 
any such movement among the smaller 
commercial banks of the city it would 
meet with general approval. “We 
have” he said, “eighteen commercial 
and savings banks at the present time 
in Los Angeles. This number is far 
beyond the requirements of business 
in a city of this size; and the only 
reason we have so many of them.is 
that there is an immense amount of 
capital here which cannot obtain le- 
in any other 


from the last clearing-house report, 
as follows: Capital of the eight clear- 
ing-house banks, $2,700,000; surplus 
and undivided profits on April 1, 1897, $1, 
305,877: total deposits,  $8,235,084.96; 
available cash on hand in those banks 
on April 1, 1897, $3,947,003.22 “By 
this you will see,” he continued, “‘that 
the available cash was nearly 50 
per cent. of the total deposits. You 
will further observe that the figures 
I have here given you are only those 
of the eight clearing-house banks and 
do not include the available cash in 
the other two commercial banks and 
in the eight savings banks in this city. 
The bankers and bank stockholders 
of New York City were the first to 
discover that the interests @ them- 
selves and of their customers would be 
better served by a consolidation be- 
tween some of them. The National 
City Bank and the Third National 
Bank of New York City were among 
the first to start the -eonsolidation 
ball rolling. The example they set 
has been followed by others, and on 
last Saturday I received a paper from 
Kansas City announcing the consoli- 
dation in that city of the Metropoli- 
tan National Bank and of the National 
Bank of Commerce. Both of those 
Kansas City banks are strong con- 
cerns: in fact their combined assets, 
as shown by a report issued May 14 
last, amounted to nearly ten and one- 
half million dollars. They realized, 
however, that the result of consolida- 
tion would be to reduce = experses, 
while at the same time knowing ™.at 
the larger the bank the better its fa- 
cilties for accommodating its custom- 
ers and the greater the safety of its 
depositors.” 


SANTA MONICA’S NEW LINE. 


It Will Be in Operation About July 
First Next. 


General Manager Clark of the Pasa- 
dena and Pacific Railway Company re- 
ports that the company expects to have 
its new road to Santa Monica by way 
of West Sixteenth street in operation 
by July 1 next. The new road is now 
graded for a double track to about five 
miles west of Hoover street, and a 
gang of men is busily engaged in set- 
ting the poles along both sides of the 
track. As soon as the poles are in place 
the electric wires will be strung with- 
out delay. 

The route of the new line is: From 
the company’s office on Fourth street 
near Broadwey, to Hill. street, thence 
south to Sixteenth street, west on Six- 
teenth street to Hoover street. Beyond 
this latter the company has acquired 
a private right-of-way through to a 
point a little west of Sherman Station, 
where it will effect a junction with its 
present line to Santa Monica.
